Guibord's FtmevaL 

MoMTBBAii, Nov. 16,— IFhe remains of 
Guibord wore borne from the Protestant 
oemetury at 10 o'clock this forouoon, fol- 
lowed by about a dozen carriages con- 
taining members of tho Institute. Supor- 
intondeut Boissiau was the only officer of 
tho Institute present, the friends having 
insisted upon the others remaining away. 
The hearss was drawn b^ two black 
horses, the top" beirtB ornamented with 
nine crosses. Tho hoarse was proteotod 
by a strong detachment of police, under 
tho command of Chief Ronton. Thej 
were followed by militia, who walked 
four aUreust. About 11a.m. there was a 
largo crowd of Fr.'jnoh Canadians in the 
vicinity of the Romau Catholic cemetery. 
Obvious remarks ■tt'ore made that they 
could bury tho aooursed remain^, but 
they could not kee|) them" there'j The 
funeral procession soon arrived, headed 
by tlio police, and entered tho Church 
galea w ithout oppoaitiou. A largo crowd 
followed behind until the cortege roach 
ed Ouiboril'a grave. II(!ro a strong de- 
tachment of police onciircled the grave; 
the lioiirao drove into tho circle, and throe 
laborers lowered tbo cotliu containing tho 
remains of tho deceased, which were very 
liglit, into tho grave, thp bottom of which 
was laid in cement. As the cuffin was be- 
ing lowered, some astonishment was 
aroused by the appearance of the Curo 
Rossolelte.of the Roman Catholic Church 
whose name, it will bo remembered, fig- 
ures prominently in all law suits in con- 
nection with tliia alfuir. lie aakod dupor- 
inlendent Boisseau, "How deep is tho 
grave dug'?" Boisseau replied, "Four 
feet." He then asked if ho could identi- 
fy the remains as those of Jos. Guibord. 
On Boisseau'a reply that he could, tho 
Cnio took liis departure. The military 
were stopped by M.iyor Hingstou at St. 
.feaii Bajiiiat villngo, and did not enter 
tlio c.niii tery.aa he considered their doing 
do might he looked on as a deseoratioii. 
As aooii us tho ciillin was lowered, sil 
men comniencod tilling it in with Port- 
land or Roman cement, lilled in with 
scrap iron. This hardens very quickly, 
and after two hours can only bo chopped 
out with groat dif&culty. The military 
havo beeu withdrawn aUd disbanded. A 
heavy ruin tell during the ceremony. 

MoN TJii-.Ai,, Nov. 17. —Tho morning pa- 
pers havo cougratdlatory articles on the 
peaceful burial of Guibord and tho vindi- 
cation of law anil good government. As 
the grave was being tilled up yesterday, a 
French Canadian printier* Atopp'ed for- 
ward and spoke briefly, to this effect: "If 
there is nobody to say a word for him, I 
woulil like to ilo so. lie taught rao my 
trade, and I would like to make tho sign 
of the croHS for him." Ho did so and then 
retired. This was all tho tribute paid by 
priest or layman to tbo remains of one 
whose name is known throughout all 
Chrisloudom. Six years ago tho society 
of which ho was an humble member 
numbered in its ranks the flower of liber- 
al French thought and the cream of 
French society; to-day thoro stands bnt 
ono liLiiulred mombera who defy priest or 
bishop, the greater number of whom are 
of the middle elussea. James Doutro sil 
years ago enjoyed ono of tho most lucra- 
tive French law practices in Canada and 
was a man of wealth and political power; 
his practice melted away under the bish- 
op's curse; his fortune he pledged to. the 
lighting of the Guibord case, and he pit- 
ted himself against the power" ot the 
Church. Yeaterda^ witnessed the tri- 
umph and vindication of his six years' 
weary labor.

Last night Dr. Eenealy was an- 
nounced to deliver his second lecture 
in the Victoria Hall, Sunderland, the 
subject "Magna Charta," and, owing 
to what took placo tho other evening, 
it was fully exjiected there would bo a 
great rosv. Tho anli-Kenealyites 
ejected on Monday night were severe- 
ly handled'.' Sevei-al had ugly marks 
on their heads, one had to mount a 
respirator yesterday nioruing to con- 
coal a cut mouth, whilo the coloring 
matter for the obliteration of black 
eyes was very considerable. The 
young gontlomen wlio had been thus 
mauled organized (licir friends for 
last night, and, well provided with 
walking sticks, pvocetuled lo the hall, 
backed up by a small force of mer- 
cenaries. The Doctor appeared on 
the platform with a red tartan plaid 
around him, ami bowetl his acknowl 
odgmentij for tho idioisrs wliicli greet 
od liim. Uiiwiiuling (he i)laid ho 
placed it on the tablo and took his 
aeatwitii a gratilied smilt!, until lie was 
compollod to rise and nhake hands 
with a female, who advanced fnnn 
Uio body of tho hall. iMr. Tlumias 
Pratt, minor, was again called to the 
chair; and in opouiug tho procnediugs 
advocated VldagoavCbarta" as the un- 
failing panacea for the evils of the 
day. Mr. Kiloy, of Soutli Shiohin.tlion 
moved tho lirst roKohiliDii in a gush 
of florid oratory, mont of iii.s remarks 
being iu praiso of Dr. Koncaly aiul 
hia self-aacrificing and uiijiaid v,".'i-k 
on behalf of "Sir Roger" in particu- 
lar and the people of England iu 
general. In a few minulos tho ejeot- 
od of tho previous night saunteroil in 
with their forces und took their seats 
in the body of-Qie lialty to the right 
side of tSei-bhair. Then, there oom- 
mouoed a skirmishing fire of hisses, 
howls, aid imitative cries, nmicl 
which Mr. Kiley managed to finish 
his speech. Vv'iion tbo rosolution 
had been aacoudod from tho platform, 
Dr. JBu9neqJ;^'|n}8e, and hia appearance 
VM UjitftiftaUcfw a Btom of oU«ring 



and howling. 1 Co conuuouccd by re- 
ferring to tho disLur'oaiice of tho j)re- 
viouB uight.aud proceeded to expound 
the law on tho subject. Thia exposi- 
tion of the legal; 'Bituatioi '^aa ^he 
signal for ahbtho'r series of cheering 
and howling, which continued so long 
tliat Dr. Iveuoaly rofiuined his seat and 
sat quietly sniiiiug and surveying the 
scene. Tho ciuiirmau, an old man 
with a feeble voice, was helpless under 
tho circumBtaucos, but Mr. Kiley left 
tho platform to romonBlrate with some 
of tho alleged howlers. Iu this he 
was backed up by an oucirgotic lady, 
who sat in tho dross circle, aud orated 
from that point of vantagd, assuring 
the young men that, if she had only 
been a man, she would havo gone 
down aud wanned thoir jackets. Mr. 
Kiley also interviewed a policeman on 
duty, and exhorted that functionary 
as to his i^eaee preserving obligations 
but the otiicer declined to interfere, 
aud Mr. Kiloy, (lieroforo, mado his 
way to the platform. From hia placo 
there ho asked if (liey were going 
tamely to allow a dozen men hired for 
the purpose and paid for it, to pre- 
vent "Doctor" having a hearing? 
There was accordingly a rush of gal- 
lery people into tho body of tho hall, 
which appeared to upset the calcula- 
tions of Mr. .Vhmed Kenealy.who wag 

taking i)liilliiiy.^5 at tlio door, and tO 

put an end to his occupation: for a 
iiiiniber of other persons in the lobby 
took udvautago of tho rush to got iu 
without paying. From this time 
money taking was at an end, though 
it was not quite eight o'clock, and 
there was such alarm iu tho body of 
111 tho hall that tho feiuulo portion of 
the audience either lied by tba plat- 
form doors or took refugo on the plat- 
form itself, whence they surveyed the 
scene with a terrified air. The dis- 
turbanoo still continued, and the 
shouts of tho Konealyitea appeared to 
bo chiefly directed against a man who 
wore a white straw hat, not that he 
made moje noise than others, but ap- 
parently because his hat rendered him 
conspicuous. Soon a knot of men 
clustered round his neighborhood and 
got into argument, tho dippute being 
followed by blows aud scattering of 
benches, men tumbling on to and over 
them in all directions. The moie 
timid of tho male portiop of the audi- 
ence, being lu danger of getting 
knocked over aud trampled on, rush- 
ed on to the platform, which was 
Hi)eedily covered by an excited throng. 
Oue of the combatants was knocked 
over the back of a bench and got so 
severe a blow on the head that he was 
glad to hurry out, covered with blood. 
He was taken to the adjoining sur- 
gery of Dr. Lambert, when he -was 
found to have sustained a very severe 
BoaliJ wound. Meanwhile a sort of 
running fight was kept up on the floor 
of the hall, tho tide of battle surging 
from tho right side to tho left, bench- 
es being upset iu all directions, until 
one man was brought to the floor on 
his back. There he lay in an appar- 
ent state ot uucnrtaiuty as to the wis- 
dom of gett'ug up again until ho was 
collared, raised up, and hustled out of 
the hall. A young man who had as- 
sailed him with tho knob of his stick 
was then pointed out by some gentle- 
men in tho dross circle, and ho, too, 
was seized and hustled out. From 
this point thoro was no more serious 
lighting or oschango of blows, but all 
order was at an end, and IMr. J'Ciloy 
tried in viiin from the platfoiiu to re- 
store it. Ho tried "Tliree cheers for 
tho Doctor !" but (hat would not do, 
and an appeal to all who loved order 
to sit'down procured but n temporary 
diversion. The people who had taken 
refuge on the platform did not seem 
inclined to leave it at his bidding 
and an appeal for further rein- 
forcoinoiits from the gallery, was ans- 
wered, but those who came down had 
no fight in them, and^appeared more 
anxious to see the fu'> 'and get a shil- 
ling place for sixpence than to face 
the sticks of tho young bluods who 
had disturbed the meeting. The noise 
and confusion oontiuuod as rampant 
as ever, and Dr. Eeue.ily, seeing then 
that there was no chance of a hearing, 
got up from his seat, cist his plaid 
around him and left tho platform amid 
liissea and shouting. It was assumed 
that he had gone down stairs aud 
would return if the audience became 
quiet; but it appears that he made his 
way to llio lobby and left the hall, ac- 
conipauied by one of his female sup- 
portera, walking, uuiuoloBted, awa}' to 
his hotel. Further attempts to calm 
down tho audience failed as before, 
though Ihe lieroiiie of the drosa circle 
fulminated tho thunders of her wrath on 
the heads of tho "youug blaagairJs" be- 
low. Tho gas was then turned down low 
aud the KenoAlyitaa left tho platform. 
The disturbers then had it all thoir own 
way. Outside a great crowd waited iu 
vain for tho appearance of the Doctor, 
whonn e.nriago drove up about nins o'- 
clock, but linding no Doctor there it 
drovo otf again. For soino time groups 
of jieeple stood round about tho I'alatine 
Hotel, di.>icusfdng tho etato of nfl'airs 
■whilo withiu the procints of tiiat com- 
fortable hostelry the rictorioua pa'-ty 
drank confusion to Kencaly in bumpers, 
congratulating each othiir that they had 
Hont tho Doctor oil with aa undelivered 
bpoeoh, and avenged the damaged couu- 
tenacoes whmh their friends sustained on 
tho previons night. . . • ■

TdE AFHIOAIS EXPLORER AGAIN 
HEARD -FilOM. 



' LoNuoN, Nov. 8, 1875. 

Letters have just been received here 
from Mr. Henry M. Stanley, which 
are exceedingly interesting. They 
are dated at Ulagaila, in Uganda. 

The letters give an elaborate and 
picturesque account of the contiuua- 
tiou and conclusion of his examination 
of the shores of the Victoria Nyanza. 

They couflrui Speke'a vitt>y; that the 
great lake is ono largo body -of -■water 
and not a series of small lakes,aa held 
by Dr. Livingstone. 

Mr. Stanley's observations and re- 
ports on this point of African geo- 
graphy are to be made the subject of 
discussion before the Royal Geogra- 
phical Society on the ISth inst. 

Stanley in Afuica. — A dispatch of the 
10th says that the Now York "Herald" 
published that morning a telegraphic 
synopsis of letters received in London 
from Stanley. He says Livingston 
was wrong in reporting that the Vic- 
toria Nyanza consisted of five lakes. 
Speko correctly stales that Victoria Ny- 
anza is but oue lake, but Speke's two 
islands are peninsulas. The river 
Shimey is the j)riueipal feeder of the 
lake and the oxtreinest source of the 
Nile yet discovered. Stanley had sev- 
eral conflicts with slave dealers on the 
lake. On one occasion ho was attack- 
ed by lUtJ natives, armed with spears, 
in thirteen canoes, who were repulsed 
after a severe tight. Three natives 
were killed. Ho arrived at Utesa hun- 
ting camp at Msayura, April 12th, 
where the king directed extraordinary 
festivities and displays. One feature 
was a naval review on the lake of 84 
canoes, manned by 2, .',00 men. Oa 
the second day, in addition to naval 
maneuvers, were races, iu which 84 
canoes were engaged, each propelled 
by 30 oavamen. The king led the fleet 
in person in tho presence of a great 
crowd of onlookers, including tho 300 
wives of the king. On tho third day 
there was bird-shooting and target 
practise by 300 troops. On the fourth 
day he returned toMountEsas, bhe cap- 
ital. The king has two million sub- 
jects, is a Mussolinan, has great intel- 
ligence, and his dominion affords tho 
best augury for the possible civilization 
of Africa.
